most 
drastic campaign publicity legislation 
ever passed in either branch of con­ 
gress was adopted by tbe senate yes­ 
terday practically without a dissent­ 
ing vote. 
Using the pre-election publicity bill 
passed by iue house of representa­ 
tives as a basis, tbe senate construct­ 
ed a proposed law with the following 
important features: 
“No candidate for the senate or 
house shall spend in the election more 
than a sum equal to 10 cents for each 
voter in his district or state. 
“No 
senate; ial 
candidate 
sh:ill 
spend a total of more than $10,000 
in the primary and general election: 
and no candidate for the house shall 
spend more than $5,000. 
“Publicity must be given to a(l pri­ 
mary campaign contributions and ex­ 
penditures.” 
“All general election expensas rMist 
be made public before the election 
¡beginning fifteen days before election, 
! and making publication each six days 
| until election. 
! 
“All promises of political jobs must 
be made public. 
The bill further 
makes it illegal to promise political 
places in order to obtain election sup­ 
port; or to ai l in influencing the elec­ 
tion of any member of a state legis­ 
lature." 
The bill will be the subject of prob­ 
ably prolonged 
conference 
between 
the two houses. 
It originated in the 
house as a part of the democratic leg­ 
islative program and was designed to 
require the publication of ex cu ses 
before election. That is not required 
by the existing publicity law. 
The republicans in the house un­ 
successfully attempted to extend the 
bill to cover primary 
election 
ex- 
j penses. 
In the senate the primary 
! election 
amendment, 
coupled 
with 
more radical amendments, was adopt­ 
ed with littlo opposition. 
The senate amendments authorized 
by the committee on priviléges and 
elections required publicity of all pri­ 
mary 
election 
expenses 
and 
all 
pledges of political jobs or favors. 
Some objection was made 
on 
the 
ground that primary elections were 
not within the control of congress. 
The amendment was finally adopted, 
however, by a vote of 50 tp 7. 
Sena­ 
tors Bacon, Bailey, Bankhead, John­ 
ston, Bryan, Overman 
and 
Taylor 
voted against it. 
The more rigid portion of the bill, 
; limiting the amount the senatorial or 
congressional candidate may spend in 
any election and prohibiting the mak­ 
ing of all compaign pledges, proposed 
by Senator Heed, of Missouri, was 
adopted after long debate. 
Senator 
Sutherland, of Utah, admitted that 
the house conferees might force elim­ 
ination of this from the bill. \

These words from the lips of our 
Master, the 
Great 
Teacher, 
have 
been grievously misunderstood. "The 
teaching of our Protestant childhood 
was to the effect that only the saint­ 
ly elect would go to heaven and that 
others would not only lose heaven, 
but gain an eternal life in torment. 
Thus our text was understood to por­ 
tray 
what 
practically 
the 
whole 
world of mankind would be compelled 
to endure. 
This hell waff pictured to our child­ 
hood minds from outside the Bible 
as heated to ar white heat. 
If we ex­ 
pressed wonder or surprise that any 
creature could endure 
such 
condi­ 
tions so long the answer was that 
God would exercise his omnipotent 
power to make us fire-proof and pain- 
sensitive. 
Some theologians of the Thomas A 
Kempis school of thought went so 
far as to picture the poor creatures 
in their sufferings and to show that 
the heat would form a kind of an 
asbestos covering which would shield 
them from a m easure of its intensity. 
But those deluded theologians pro­ 
ceeded to explain that these outer j 
coverings would crack and shell of! 
every little while, leaving the poor 
victim freshly tender that his suffer­ 
ing might be the more intense. 
Of course, these theologians of the 
past had their difficulty in dealiug 
with the worms. They could imagine 
devils who woyld oversee the torture 
as being made immune to pain by 
the chief torturer, the Almighty God. 
But just how to imagine the worms 
getting along in so great a heat and 
how they would in any wise increase 
the torture o | the poor sufferers was 
to many a perplexity. 
But patient 
thoughtfulness along these cruel and 
devilish lines enabled some to formu­ 
late tlie theory that the worms would 
be fiery óiiés, living in fire, delightir.T 
in fire—worms 
that 
would 
bore 
through the incrustations 
and 
add 
still further to the horrible sufferings 
of the world of mankind. 
Was This What Jesus Meant? 
Did the Great Teacher intend that 
such conclusions should . be 
drawn 
froln His language? And did He stop 
short of the description from reasons 
of sympathy or modesty or shame? 
Is this the general teaching ot God’s 
Word or has a great and terrible mis­ 
take been made? 
And have we mis­ 
taken a figure of speech and treated 
it as literal? 
We erred. 
Wfe misun- 
4 derstood. 
The Great Teacher who rebuked 
His disciples, Jam es and John, when 
they desired to call 
lire 
from 
the 
heaven upon the city of Samaria, be­ 
cause' the people thereof refused to 
sell them food for the M aster—the 
sympéthetic Ohe who said to them, 
“Ye know not what m anner of spirit 


m ent the word tartarus occurs only 
once and is m istranslated hell, where­ 
as it should be rendered our earth’s 
atmosphere. 
It has no reference to 
humanity in any way, but to the fall­ 
en angels. 
The Apostle says that as 
a punishment “God cast them down 
to tartarus” and they are “reserved 
in chains of aarkness until the judg­ 
m ent of the great day.” 
But today we 
will 
examine 
the 
fourth and last word translated hell 
in our common English Bible. 
This 
word in the Greek is gehenna. It oc­ 
curs but twelve times, as follows: 
Matthew v, 22, 29, 30; x, 28; xviii, 9; 
xxiii, 15, 33; M ark'ix, 43, 45, 47; Luke 
xli, 5; James ill, 6. One of the occur­ 
rences is in connection wi$h our text 
today. The question is, To w hat does 
this word gehenna refer? 
Is it a 
name for Purgatory? Oh a nam e for 
a still worse place of unending tor­ 
ture as our Protestant creeds declare? 
We answer,' No. 
It is a figure of 
speech used to symbolize the Second 
Death—the death from which there 
will be no resurrection, no resuscita­ 
tion—the everlasting destruction men- 
If red by St. Paul, and of which Peter 
c'T that they which experience it 
perish like the brute beast (II Thes- 
salonians i, 9; II Peter ii, 12). 
This 
is very plainly stated In Revelation 
xx, 14, where of this “lake of fire” 
it is declared, “this is the Second 
Death.” 
The V z ’ ?y of Hinnom—'Tophet. 
The Greek word gehenna is- the syn­ 
onym for the Hebrew word Ge-hin- 
nom, which means “The 
valley 
of 
Hinnom/* 
This valley is repeatedly 
mentioned In fhe Bible. It was owned 
by a family named Hinnom. 
The 


first reference to it is in Joshua xv, 
8. 
Looking at any Bible map of the 
city of Jerusalem , the valley will be 
seen to the southwest of the city wall. 
At a time when the Israelites became 
sadly involved in idolatry, this valley 
was used as a sacred place. 
An im­ 
age of the heathen God, Moloch, made 
of brass, and hollow, was erected. 
It 
was so cons! fueled that the chair, 
which was a part of the image, con­ 
stituted a furnace 
fired 
from 
the 
rear, and the head of the image was 
the top of a flue. 
Thtf image held out its armfi as 
though 
to 
receive 
something and, 
heated red hot by the fire, was a re­ 
ceptacle in w!*ich deluded Israelites 
placed their cnildren 
as 
sacrifices, 
while trum pets were blown, drums 
beaten and the people shontcd, sti­ 
fling the cries of the tortured infants
